The Learned and logeoiouS' RkBard ThwnUpi Efqv op- 
on reading Dv H^afJk's Letter m Sir J^Bm Blmmwe^ one 
of his then Ma|eiiy's Juftices of the Court of C^mmm 
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Pk4s, concerning the obfervatioo of Eajhr^ fcgiftred ia 
the PhU. Tranf. 240* made this Calculation.

2. That the 20th oi March in Leap-years is the fame as 
the 2ift oi March in common years. 

3. That the Full Moon meant in this Rule is not to be 
found in our Almanacks, but by the Calendar of 
our Common- Prayer Books, where, in the firft Co- 
lumn the Golden Number of every year is placed 
over againft the day of the New Moon in every 
month of the year. 

4. That the fourteenth day, including the llrft day of 
the Moon, is the Full Moon, and not tbe fifteenth 
as Dr Wallis would have it m his Letter.
